15—The United States said today 
that it will give no pledges not to 
use atomic, chemical and .bacte- 
riological weapons until strict in- 
ternational control has become a 
reality. 

Commitments now, 
States declared, would he an in- 
vitation to aggression a would 
give future aggressors their choice 
of weapons. And once again the 
‘United States used plain language 
to say that it would make no paper 
promises—and accept none. 


“NO THREATS” 


Benjamin V. Cohen, VU. S. dele- 
gate, told the United Nations Dis- 
armament Commission that the 
United States was ‘‘issuing no ulti- 
matums’” and “making no 
threats.””’ He put it clearly into 
the record that the United States 
condemned the use of germ war 
weapons as well as any_ other kind 
of force. 

But the United States, Cohen 
said, put no faith in promises with- 
out guarantees and stood strongly 
for an effective system of interna- 
tional control to eliminate all 
weapons of mass destruction. 


“NO INVITATIONS” 

‘But we do not intend, before 
such measures and safeguards 
have been agreed upon, to invite 
aggression by informing would-be 
aggressors and charter-breakers 
that we will not use certain weap- 
ons to suppress aggressions. To 
do so in exchange for mere paper 
promises would be to give would- 
be aggressors their own choice of 
weapons.”

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 15—(PR— 
Mississippi's delegation to the 
Democratic national 
refused today to bind itself to the 
party ticket as state Democrats 
prepared for a showdown conven- 
tion Monday. 

In a stormy session this after- 
noon with Gov. Hugh White, sev- 
eral high-ranking party leaders in- 
dicated that a move will be made 
at the reconvened convention to 
nominate two separate slates of 
electors. One would be pledged to 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson and the other 
unpledged. 

Former Gov. Fielding Wright, 
party leader Wallace W. Wright 
and House speaker Walter Sillers 
said they would favor such a move. 

The. delegation was summoned 
here today by Governor White, 
chairman, to write its report to 
the full state convention. When the 
delegates were named June 26 the 
convention recessed to await their 
report before taking ‘‘appropriate 
action.’’ 

It had been assumed here that 
the convention would follow the 
advice of White and Sen. John 
Stennis and endorse the Stevenson- 
Sparkman ticket in the pattern set 
by Georgia and -South Carolina 
Democrats. 

Former Lt. Gov. Sam Lumpkin, 
a delegate to the state but not the 
national convention, plans to ask 
the convention Monday to endorse 
Republican nominee Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. Lumpkin and his fol- 
lowers have formed an organiza- 
tion of ‘‘States’ Rights’? Democrats 
to continue their fight for an Eisen- 
hower ticket if the convention re- 
jects Lumpkin’s move.

To Defy Milk 


Pricing Order 


The Georgia Milk Control Board 
faces a new court test of its price- 
fixing power as the result of its 
latest milk-price hike. 


Paul W. Newsome, Columbus 
grocer, has served notice that he 
will defy the board and sell milk 
at whatever price he pleases after 
Sept. 1. 

An order of the board increasing 
the price of milk two cents a quart 
in most of the state goes into ef- 
fect Sept. 1. 

Milk Control Board director 
Charles G. Duncan was unavail- 
able for comment but his office ac- 
knowledged receipt of Newsome’s 
letter. 

George D. Stewart, an attorney 
for the Milk Control Board, said 
Newsome can set his own price 
for purchasing milk if he enters in- 
to an agreement with a distributor. 
The Milk Control Act permits the 
board to fix prices if distributors, 
stores, producers and consumers 
do not have a private price agree- 
ment among themselves. 

Virtually all the milk sold in 
milk control sheds is sold at the 
price fixed by the board. 

If Newsome, who has attacked 
the board in the past, is deter- 
mined to make a test case by de- 
fying the board, the board probably

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U. S. Challenges North Koreans 
To Put Bids Before Truce Session

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 — The 
State department challenged the 
North Korean Communists today 
to put before the truce conference 
at Panmunjom any “specific pro- 
posals” they might have for end- 
ing the Korean war. 

Responding to a statement in 
Parliament by Kim Il Sung, North 
Korean premier, that North Korea 
would sign an armistice on the 
basis of a drawn battle, with 
neither victor nor vanquished, the 
State department said it assumed 
that if the premier had ‘‘any spe- 
cific proposals to make it is a 
relatively simple matter for him 
to speak up at Panmunjom.” 


The department emphasized that 


it ‘‘could see nothing new’’ in the 
Kim Il Sung statement. 

In that way, the United States 
discouraged speculation that the 
North Korean premier’s statement 
should be regarded as a ‘“‘peace 
move’’ or an open effort to bring 
the Korean war to an end. 

Almost always willing to hope, 
diplomatic authorities admitted to 
hoping that the North Korean pre- 
mier sought to offer some en- 
couragement to those seeking an 
end to the war. They emphasized 
at the same time that there was 
nothing in the statement itself that 
would give such encouragement. 

The comment of the United 
States, issued through Michael J.

McDermott, State department 
press officer, stressed that the 
truce talks had been narrowed 
down to a single issue, the problem 
of the prisoners of war. 

Describing its attitude toward 
the negotiations as “‘unchanged,”’ 
the State department said that the 
United Nations negotiators had 
‘‘put forward eminently reasonable 
proposals for a resolution of the 
prisoner of war problem, the only 
basic issue which appears to stand 
in the way of an armistice agree- 
ment.”

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Don’t Turn 
Back the Clock! 


A few days ago when some of the 
county commissioners criticized the City 
of Atlanta for its administration of parks 
under the Plan of Improvement, there 
was a hint that a “small county police 
force” might be needed to replace the 
service provided by the city under con- 
tract. 

That hint has now developed into a 
campaign. 

However, at least one county offi- 
cial is standing by the Plan. 

Commissioner Tom Camp says he has 
heard no complaints from county resi- 
dents on the service of the city police. 
He is willing to give the Plan a chance 
to show its advantages. 

We commend Mr. Camp on the posi- 
tion he has taken. 

We strongly suspect that the “con- 
tinuous talk of re-establishing the 
county police” stems from the court- 
house, not from out in the country. 

The Plan of Improvement has been 
in operation less than a year. Yet from 
its first day there have been persistent 
attempts to break it down and to defeat 
the purpose for which it was created. 
It is hard to consider these attempts as 
anything but a struggle for political 
power. 

We had hoped in vain that the battle 
was over and that a new era of co- 
operation had dawned. 

The purpose of the Plan of Improve- 
ment was never to increase the size of 
the City of Atlanta and to extend the 
scope of jurisdiction of the city gov- 
ernment. Those results were incidental. 

The primary objective was and is to 
provide a more efficient and economical 
government in an area where popula- 
tion growth has brought increasing du- 
plication of service and conflict of juris- 
diction. 


Under the Plan, the county took over 
health services. The city in turn as- 
sumed the responsibility for parks and 
for police protection. 

Thus the Fulton County taxpayers, 
most of whom also pay taxes in the 
city, were relieved of the burden of sup- 
porting two health departments, two 
sets of park administrators and two po- 
lice forces. 

The Fulton School Patrol can be 
worked out under the Plan. 

If the police protection in the rural 
districts should lack in any respect— 
which we doubt—that situation, too, 
can be adjusted. 

To turn back to the old way of du- 
plication and confusion would be not 
only needless, it would be a crime 
against the taxpayer.

Georgia’s Forest Fires 


Are Burning Shame 


Between 1950 and 1951, there was a 
21 per cent decrease in the number of 
forest fires in the United States while 
the acreage burned over dropped more 
than that, from 15,518,540 to 10,781,039. 

That is fine. But. the favorable re- 
port does not mean it is time to take off 
the back-pack pump, drop the fire rake 
and go fishing. 

Not in Georgia, at least. Our state 
had a shameful record even in 1951— 
well over a million acres burned, second 
only to Florida in destructive forest 
fires. 

How can we account for the loss? 

Is it that we don’t know how to pro- 
tect our timber resources? Or is it that 
we don’t value our woods and hence are 
careless with fire? 

Let’s say that the cause is largely the 
latter. States largely dependent on lum- 
ber as a crop learned long ago that ev- 
erybody loses when timber burns. Ore- 
gon, for example, almost twice the area 
of Georgia, lost only one-tenth as much 
forest acreage by fire last year. 

No, we can’t lay away the fire-fight- 
ing equipment in Georgia on the basis 
that the nation over the number of fires 
has dropped. 

Instead, we are only now on the way 
to adequate forest protection in our 
state. We have made only the begin- 
ning. |

Peace Hopes Revived 


In Korean Conflict 


We have held so long to the hope of 
a Korean truce that the sustaining 
strands of optimism are frayed and 
worn. However, there is again evidence 
that the people of North Korea are be- 
ing prepared to accept a truce in the 
war. 

Kim Tl Sung, North Korean premier 
and commander in chief, has told his 
people that North Korea — be pre- 

t 


pared to sign an armistice as a draw 
battle. He said that he was willing to 
sign an armistice which would make 
clear to the world that the “Americans 


are not the winners and the Koreans are ° 


not the losers in this war.” 


Actually, the Americans and the free 
peoples of the world did not go into this 
war with the intention of annihilation 
of North Korea or any other area. They 
entered it to demonstrate their willing- 
ness to resist aggression and their in- 
tention to stop Communist expansion 
through force of arms. In that they 
have demonstrated their ability and wil- 
lingness to achieve these aims, the war 
already has been a victory for the 
United Nations. No armistice could 
hide that fact. 

The war in Korea is a war to prevent 
a third world war. If it accomplishes 
that purpose through stopping Commu- 
nist aggression, it has achieved its im- 
mediate purpose. If the American peo- 
ple wish a world-wide armed crusade 
to rid the world of the Communists, that 
decision still must be made. 


Whether or not a truce is near, the 
Korean War was the showdown against 
Communist aggression and if there is an 
expansion of the war it will be of Com- 
munist design. We are immeasurably 
stronger for anything that comes than 
we were in 1950 at its beginning.

Is Also Inherent

If so, you are eligible for member- 
ship in the National Citizens’ Commit- 
tee Against Forced Listening. The 
NCCAFL would restrict such activities 
including the broadcasting of music, 
commercials and the like in common 
carriers, passenger stations and other 
public places. 

The organization has the court on its 
side in New York, but the Supreme 
Court of the United States has said “it 
could not find in the Constitution any 
provision under which the infliction of 
forced listening upon captive audiences 
could be held to be unconstitutional.” 
. Now the Committee Against Forced 
Listening has turned to Ike and Adlai 
and asked them to take a stand on this 
“totalitarian evil.” 

We don’t know what position the 
candidates will take. It’s a delicate 
question for a man who is about to take 
the stump himself. 

We do know how we feel. 

We are sure if the makers of the 
Constitution could have anticipated the 
problem of unrestricted audio amplifi- 
cation, they would have written the 
right to hear or not to hear into the 
Bill of Rights along with the guarantee 
of free speech.

That long a time it has 
been in a strange new age when you're a 
thumbprint and color of eyes and_ hair, 
height and weight and live in a world of 
fear and suspicion and get admitted to the 
seat of democracy by a closely guarded card 
and not as a free citizen in your own right. 


Your mind wanders back to other days, 
long ago, when you were assigned regularly 
as a newspaper staff reporter at the White 
House, to sit in the outer lobby, as news- 
paper staff reporters still do, and interview 
visitors who go in to see the President. 
Then, every day, the folks began to gather 
outside the executive offices soon after noon, 
folks from all over the country, tourists, and 
file through the lobby, some days as many 
as 2,000, and walk by the President in his 
office—it was Warren:G. Harding then—and 
shake his hand. All the passport they need- 
ed was a note from their congressman—not 
a card thumbprint and color of eyes and 
hair, height, weight. 

For now, in keeping with the times, a 
military man, a general, a professional sol- 
dier all his life, is trying to get to sit in 
that executive office and conduct the affairs 
of our great democracy and thus succeed 
the civilian and practical man of politics and 
public affairs who is there now. 

His candidacy itself bespeaks the frus- 
tration of these times, which provokes us to 
look for a hero who somehow will deliver 
us from all our fears, though he himself, in 
his military character, symbolizes all of them 
most exactly. Nor is he experienced in poli- 
tics and the management of political affairs. 

There has not been a professional soldier 
governing us from the White House in this 
century. ° 

But now we seem to have a different atti- 
tude. We cling to the card with thumbprint 
and color of eyes and hair, height and 
weight, and accept ourselves as items in a 
huge filing system somewhere. It's a small 
thing, perhaps, but possibly something about 
which we should concern ourselves.

There is a large amount of virtue in the 
governor’s urging, but there also is a prob- 
lem of considerable magnitude inherent in 
execution of his summons. The size of the 
problem is in a manner dependent upon the 
wealth of the individual states. Consider 
Georgia. 

At the present time the state is making 
the most avid effort in its history to provide 
for the needs of its people. More money is 
being spent on schools, highways, and health 
than ever before. The school program prin- 
cipally is a Georgia effort. Though there is 
some federal aid for areas where defense 
emergencies have accentuated the building 
need, most of Georgia’s school construction 
is being accomplished by the state’s own 
financial hands. 

Such is not the case in the instances of 
highways and health. The Federal Govern- 
ment has put from 20 to 33 per cent into 
construction of Hill-Burton hospitals and has 
supplied matching funds for the building of 
roads. Georgia is not a wealthy state; tak- 
ing over of these services on a ‘‘made-in- 
Georgia’”’ basis would be a difficult task 
indeed. 

The Federal Government provides a big 
share of the state’s welfare money, and the 
program is most popular among the recip- 
ients. The state also has thousands of gov- 
ernment workers. It is presumed they are 
not .foes of “centralization.” 

The social and economic force of the gov- 
ernment is everywhere among us. It pays 
salaries and hands out relief. It provides 
education, sanitation, health, insurance, and 
advice. It supports farm prices and home 
loans, forecasts the weather, and dams 
rivers. It brings rural] electricity and rural 
telephones, and it subsidizes the air mail. 
It regulates the currency, forecasts market 
conditions, pays for farmland conservation, 
and drops little fishes into lakes. Stick your 
head out of the window anywhere in this 
great land, and you see the government. 

Centralization of government, growing and 
growing, cannot be a good thing. Too many 
nations have fallen of the disease. But tak- 
ing the structure apart—saving that which 
is good, and necessary, and right—will re- 
quire the services of one endowed with the 
wisdom of a battalion of Solomons. 

And another thing about overcentraliza- 
tion: it’s above the means of the average 
pocketbook.

House Divided. 
Cannot Stand 


I have been talking about the inner con 
flicts of man which are one cause of man’s 
deep sense of guilt. A man came to me in 
a very unhappy state. I asked his trouble 
and he said, “I have aetten's ott the track. a 
What did he mean DY = wees 
that? He felt a pull to- 
ward the higher life and 
his conscience demanded 
that he move in that di- 
rection. 

Some feelings of guilt 
come rot from any con- 
scious wrongdoing, but 
rather because of failure 
to “‘fight the good fight.’’ 
St. Paul says, ‘‘For we 
have all sinned, and come —_ 
short of the glory of God.” (Romans $§:23.) 
As long as man is what he is, a creature in 
the image of God, then he can never be 
Satisfied ‘‘short of the glory of God.” 


The answer for those torn inside by 
higher and lower impulses is not so much 
repentance and forgiveness which I will later 
discuss in connection with another type of 
guilt, but rather is the answer inner unity 
through consecration. Put two horses in a 
pasture and each will go his own way by 
himself. But hitch those same two horses to 
a load to pull and they walk shoulder to 
shoulder without conflict. 


So with the inner natures of man. Hav- 
ing no great life consecration, man becomes 
disunited and at war with himself. But when 
he finds something to which he can com- 
pletely give himself, his inner conflicts are — 
resolved. 


At 45, Lincoln was a disappointed failure. 
In Robert Sherwood’s play Lincoln says, 
“You talk about civil war—there seems to 
be one going on inside me all the time... 
it says in the Bible that a house divided 
against itself cannot stand, so I reckon 
there’s not much hope. One of these days 
I'll just split asunder, and part company 
with myself.’’ 

But Lincoln did not ‘‘split asunder.’’ Ine 
stead, he found a- great cause to which he 
gave himself completely and in so doing he 
became organized and unified. The inscrip- 
tion on the statue of Robert E. Lee in the 
Hall of Fame reads: ‘‘Duty then is the sub- 
limest word in our language. Do your duty 
in all things. You cannot do more. You 
should never do less.’’ 

St. Paul looks inside himself and cries, 
“O wretched man that I am.” (Romans 
7:24.) Then he looks outward and upward 
and said, ‘“‘I can do all things through Christ 
who strengtheneth me.”’ (Phil. 4:13.) And 
finally he triumphantly declares, ‘‘I have 
fought a good fight.’’ (2 Tim. 4:7.) 

Down in the hogpen the prodigal son was 
saved when he saw himself as a son with a 
father and a home and gave himself to that 
higher vision. 

‘‘He that loseth his life for my sake,” 
said Jesus. That is, when you quit fighting 
with yourself and become inwardly organ- 
ized through consecration to Him who is the 
greatest, then do you find life. No man can 
serve God and mammon. And no person is 
happy ‘until he answers the prophet of old, 
“Choose ye this day whom you will serve.”

Spanish Women Want 
Women Tell To Enter Bull Ring —

MADRID, Soein: Aug. 15—Women are invading the Spanish bull 
rings—in the new role of toreador. 


The dark-eyed senoritas formerly were content to sit in 
tossing roses and flashing smiles at the tri- 


spectators’ gallery, 


the 


umphant bullfighter covered with blood and sand. 


Now, 


Madrid, the gals yearn to wear 


scarlet cape. 

A few of them do, although 
women toreadors are not allowed 
in Madrid’s Plaza de Toros, 
scene of Sunday afternoon bull- 
fights which week after week 
draw enthralled crowds of na- 
tives and tourists. 

Female bullfighters are edging 
into Spain's colorful national 
sport on the outskirts, in the 
‘little’ rings where many tor- 
eadors-to-be win their first 
“oles.”’ 

I saw an 18-year-old blonde 
senorita enfer the ring with a 
hoof-stamping bull at Los Laba- 
jos, a ranch in the Pena Negra 
area 50 kilometers from Madrid. 
GIRL TOSSED — 

The slender girl, Maria Far- 
macia, followed veteran torea- 
dors and drew frenzied applause 
when she was thrown into the 
“air by the snorting bull—then got 
up and came back to make more 
passes with her cape at the en- 
raged animal. 

Afterward the pretty senorita 
shrugged off a gored and bleed- 
ing wrist. 

‘‘T have been hurt worse,’’ she 
told me through the interpreter. 
“This is a scratch, my mother 
will bandage it. If you want to 
be a toreador, you must expect 
to be hurt sometimes when you 
do not step swiftly.” 

Maria wore soft boots, gray 
corduroy trousers, and _ white 
shirt for her appearance in the 
ying. She strutted around the 
bull, waving her borrowed red 
cape, and cried out little insults 
to arouse the animal. 

She left the ring covered with 
dust, blonde hair in her eyes.

“It was for me an exciting 
day,’’ she said shyly. ‘‘And bhe- 
cause I am hurt in the ring, they 
will send my brother and me 
back to Madrid on a bus!”’ 

The female bullfighters do not 
have the wholehearted approval

*‘No place for senoritas, the 
bull ring.’’ Senor Jiminez de- 
clared. ‘‘I am told senoritas are 
allowed in the rings in Mexico, 
that even you have ‘an Ameri- 
cano woman toreador. 

‘‘Already every little boy in 
Spain has the ambition to grow 
up to be a toreador. If the little 
girls have that ambition—no, no, 
that must not be!’’ 

But Senorita Farmacia, her 
eves filled with dreams, smiled. 

“It was ane exciting § day, 
today,’’ she repeated. ‘‘And some 
day, I think, perhaps they change 
that rule and let women be tor- 
eadors in the Plaza de Toros of 
Madrid.”’

Shown in the mural is Christ 
with children representing all 
nations. 


EXPLAINS SYMBOLS 


The column stands for the 
search for knowledge and truth. 
At the base of the tree is the 
crown of thorns and the flowers 
of spring.. The birds reflect 
happiness, sunshine and love. 

Miss Moore says: 

‘Before planning the mural, I 
studied the wall on which it was 
to be painted. Then I had to 
find a theme that would be ap- 
propriate for the particular 
room in which it was to be 
painted—the children’s library, 


SUITABLE FOR CHILDREN 
‘‘My theme and drawing had 


to be suitable for children and ' 


yet mature enough for grown 
people to appreciate it. 

‘In arriving at the effect I 
wanted,’’ she continued, ‘“‘I 
yainted the mural in a ‘fake 
fresco’ technique. That is, I used 
oil paints, applying them in a 
transparent manner, building up 
the final effect by applying one 
color on top of another. 


GIVES LUMINOSITY 

‘In this manner the white wall 
the mural is painted on, glows 
through the paint giving it a 
luminosity that cannot be 
achieved in any other way.’ 

The talented young artist who 
holds an AB from Georgetown 
College in Georgetown, Ky., was 
advised in her first mural by 
Robert Rogers and Joel Reeves. 

She chose a religious theme 
because as she says, “I was 
born and reared in a Christian 
home.”’ 

A quiet unassuming young 
girl, Miss Moore is a pretty 
brunet, who enjoys music, plays 
tennis and handles a_ sailboat 
with as much ability as her paint 
brush.

Approximately 56,000 workers in 
the region were idled by the steel 
strike, the review added, and con- 
struction dropped substantially dur- 
ing the period, mostly as a result 
of the completion of major por- 
tions of atomic energy projects.
